carried on under the following pol- 
icy: 


File Own Returns 
1. Taxpayers 
will be offered a 


comprehensive 
educational 
pro- 


gram which will encourage and en- 
able them to prepare and file their 
own returns as early in the filing 
period as possible. 


2. The actual preparation of re- 


turns for taxpayers will be done 
ly in those cases where the taxpay- 
er is incapable of 
preparing his 


own return. Naturally, no hard and 
fast rule can be laid down ifor deter- 
mining which taxpayers are "in- 
capable" of preparing their own re- 
turns. Generally, people who may 
be considered "incapable"'are the 
physically handicapped such as the 
blind, the aged, maimed, and tax 
payers who for other reasons 
are 


physically unable to prepare 
their 


own returns; 
illiterate 
taxpayers 


with low income; and non^English 
speaking 'taxpayers 
with simple 


income tax problems. 


Taxpayer assistance is expensive. 


Last year, ii the State of Arkansas, 
the Internal Revenue spent 18,645 
man-hours on it, or 2,330 man-days, 
or 36 employees. In salary alone it 
cost $37,916, which was spent 
in 


assisting 62,883 out of a total of 
654,478 taxpayers. This means that 
there was spent almost $38,000 for 
the benefit of 9.6% of the taxpay- 
ers. 


New Simple Form 
The new punch-card Federal "fax 


form for reporting 1954 income was 
today described by District Director 
of Internal Revenue Olin S. Godwin 
Little Rock, Arkansas, as the sim- 
plest return developed by the 
enue Service during the forty-year 
history of the Federal income tax.
